TOWN WARRANT 
The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich in 
the County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified 
to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Appleton Aca- 
demy Auditorium in said New Ipswich on Tuesday the 
13th day of March, next at ten of the clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


l. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


3. To elect a delegate to the Constitutional Con- 
vention. 


4, To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
budget to raise as estimated therein the necessary 
funds to transact the town’s business for the ensuing 
year. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $1200.00 for a resident physician. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to administer or dispose of any real estate 
acquired by the Town through Tax Collector's deeds. 


8. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,000.00 to be used in the development, 
maintenance and supervision of the recreation field, 
or take any action therein, and to choose 3 members 
onto the committee to serve five years. 
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9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $702.36 for TRA. By so doing, the 
State will contribute $4682.37. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
a sum not exceeding $10,800.00 for the purpose of 
making improvements to the following Class V Roads 
within the Town, 


Bank Village River road from end of tarring in Bank 
Village to 4 corners, such sum to be raised through the 
issuance of bonds or notes under and in compliance 
with the provisions of Chapter 83, Laws of 1951 as 
amended by Chapter 31, Laws of 1953, and to author- 
ize the Selectmen to determine the date and place of 
payment of such bonds or notes and to determine 
the rate of interest thereon, and to take such other 
steps as may be necessary to negotiate such bonds or 
notes as shall be to the best interests of the Town of 
New Ipswich. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $5,000.00 to rebuild, cap and oil 
a section or sections of highway within the town, selec- 
tion of location or locations to be made by a committee 
of five persons, consisting of the selectmen, and road 
agent, and some impartial citizen chosen by the other 
four, this sum to be the only appropriation for such 
work this year, or take any action thereon. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
sufficient funds to purchase a town grader, and autho- 
rize the selectmen to administer the purchase of the 
same, or take any action thereon. 


13. To see if the Town will consider plowing out 
snow from private driveways, after the town roads 
have been plowed. The Town to receive $5.00 per year 
from the owner of each driveway plowed, or take any 
action relating thereto. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to accept and 
maintain the road leading from the Greenville Back 
road at a point adjacent to the residence of Harvey 
Kangas and going westerly about 23 rods, then south- 
erly about 12% rods to the Recreation Field road. The 
land for this road will be deeded to the Town by the 
present owner. Any money necessary to improve this 
road is to be taken from the Town road maintenance 
appropriation. It is suggested that this street be known 
as Laurel Street. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
road leading to Pratt Pond from Poor Farm Road, this 
road beginning opposite Walter Kuusisto’s house to- 
ward Pratt Pond for a distance of 2800 feet, or take 
any action thereon. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to appoint a com- 
mittee to name streets and roads with permission to 
spend $90.00 the first year, or take any action thereon. 


17. Tq see if the Town will vote that beginning in 
1957, that the road agent will be appointed by the 
Selectmen. 


18. To see if the Town will empower the select- 
men to set the wages and salaries of town employees 
under their supervision. 


19. To see what action the Town will take to 
remedy the flood water conditions at the Bridge near 
residence of Charles Dignan. The brook needs widen- 
ing and a bigger bridge or another bridge built. And 
to raise and appropriate fifteen hundred ($1500.00) 
dollars for the work and materials, or take any action 
relating thereto. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500.00 for Emergency Radio 
Communication System for protection of Town, to be 


located or established in the Fire Dept., Civil Defense 
will match sum appropriated. Emergency Radio Sys- 
tem is used primarily for Fire, also Police, Civil De- 
fense, Mutual Aid, and Disaster. 


21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate funds for Civil Defense or take action thereon. 


22. To see if the Town will vote that beginning 
in 1958 and thereafter, no permanent employee of the 
Electric Light Department shall serve as an Electric 
Light Commissioner and that the Town will accept 
the contract now effective between the Superintendent 
and the Light Commission. 


23. Beginning in 1957 and thereafter, the Elec- 
tric Light Commission shall prepare and print in the 
annual Town Report, an operating budget for the en- 
suing year. Nothing in this article shall be interpreted 
to prevent the expenditure of funds to meet emer- 
gencies as necessary. 


24, To see if the Town would vote to have its 
Electric Light Commission request a hearing of the 
Public Utilities Commission, for the purpose of secur- 
ing right-of-way in the Town of Greenville, to later 
install its own power facilities. 


25. To see if the Town will appropriate from its 
Electric Light funds the sum of $6,000.00 for the pur- 
chase of the building known as the Ralph Parhiala 
Garage, for the housing of its Electric Light Dept. The 
department, now having two trucks and a numerous 
amount of other equipment, has a growing housing 
and storage problem. The Department now holds a 
$500.00 option on this building. 


26. To see if the Town will authorize the Cemetery 
Committee to draw up a new set of charges for Ceme- 
tery lots sold. A charge to be made for all lots but 


Non-residents paying much more than residents, also 
such other rules as they may deem necessary for the 
proper allotment of lots. Or take any action relating 
thereto. 


27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $350.00 for rental and mainten- 
ance of the Page Hill Dump. If the Town leases or 
rents this dump, in so doing they will assume all res- 
ponsibility such as fire or mishaps and plow out snow 
so it can be used year round. 


28. To see if the Town will vote to accept as 
Town Property the land and buildings, known as Union 
Hall, and located in said New Ipswich, which premises 
are now owned by the Trustees of Union Hall under 
deed of trust dated January 11, 1926, and which the 
Trustees of Union Hall have offered to give to the Town 
of New Ipswich in accordance with the power con- 
veyed upon them under Clause (I) of said deed of 
trust, or take any action in relation thereto. 


29. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to convey by deed this property, (Union 
Hall) to the Watatic Grange, providing the preceding 
article is accepted. The Watatic Grange to assume all 
financial obligations in this transfer, or take any action 
theron. 


30. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $195.00 (1/100th of 1% of the 
valuation of the Town) to the Monadnock Region 
Association of Southwestern New Hampshire for is- 
suance and distribution of printed matter, newspaper 
and magazine advertising, and by other means calling 
attention to the resources and natural advantages of the 
Town, in cooperation with the other thirty-seven towns 
of the Monadnock Region. 


31. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
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$25.00 towards the New Hampshire Marine Memorial 
that is to be erected and located at Hampton Beach. 
Names of all New Hampshire Army, Navy, Marine and 
Coast Guard men lost at sea in all wars are to be in- 
scribed and honored with this memorial.

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REPORT OF ROAD AGENT 


The highway construction program for 1955 includ- 
ed work throughout the town where increased traffic or 
maintenance problems necessitated improvements on 
existing highways. 

TRA work included the adding of gravel to finish 
surfacing the Back Road to Temple, completing the 
construction started last year, and the oiling of this 
road to the Temple town line. The remainder of the 
money was used on the short section of Nashua Road 
leading from Wilder Village toward Temple. Since 
insufficient money was available to complete this road 
under TRA, additional money from the new contruc- 
tion fund was used in order to do the work while all 
the power equipment was already on the job. This 
short section supplemented a much longer stretch of 
road which the Town of Sharon built at the same 
time, using several years TRA money in one year. This 
road is now complete from Wilder Village to the Peter- 
borough Road. 

New construction consisted of widening and adding 
gravel to the two side roads leading from Town Hill 
in the center of town and providing suitable drainage 
and a gravel surface to the road leading to the Hangas 
place. This latter road had always presented a main- 
tenance problem due to the washing out of the hill. 
Some work was also done in preparation for making 
the McGowan Road passable in all seasons. 

A new bridge across the Souhegan River at Bank 
Village was completed during the summer. Carrying 
timbers were of first grade structural Douglas fir pres- 
surized creosote treated; the oak planking was pro- 
cured locally and creosoted on the job. A certain 
amount of repair to the abutments was done as well 
as setting anchor irons at each corner; these proved 
valuable in holding the bridge during the flood in 
October.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


Central School Construction 


Following is a detailed report of facts and figures 
relative to the addition of two class rooms, a teachers’ 
room and auxiliary services erected over a complete 
basement with cafeteria space annexed to the elemen- 
tary school. 


The lowest contract bid received was $38,900. 
Final revisions in plans decreased this amount so that 
the essential expenditures were apportioned as listed 


here upon:

Draper and Sears Company, Brokerage House in 
Boston negotiated the $40,000 Bond issue authorized 
by the school district.

Yearly payments of $3,000 on principal due July 
1, 1956 and continuing through 1965 are thereafter re- 
duced to $2,000 until debt is retired in 1970.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Board and Citizens of New Ipswich: 


I respectfully submit my ninth annual report as 
your Superintendent of Schools. 


Staff and Instruction 

The Central School opened this fall with two chang- 
es in the staff. Miss Nathalie Castonguay resigned and 
was replaced by Mrs. Bertha Parhiala who was as- 
signed the third grade. An additional teacher was 
employed to teach the sixth grade in the person of 
Mr. Richard Wright. 

Mrs. Parhiala is a graduate of Keene Teachers 
College and taught for several years in Rindge, N. H. 
Mr. Wright is a graduate of Dartmouth College and 
the graduate school of Keene Teachers College. This 
is his first year of teaching. 

The balance of the staff remains the same as in 
the past, however grade assignments have shifted to 
accommodate the new single grade organization. 

The new construction created many problems for 
teachers, pupils and contractors. However, all were 
taken in stride and good progress was made. The sixth 
grade was first located in the basement in a temporary 
classroom situation. In January, following the Christ- 
mas holidays, the new classrooms were ready and the 
first and second grades were re-located in these rooms. 
The sixth grade was moved upstairs into one of the 
old classrooms. At the present time we have one room 
that is not being used as a full-time classroom. How- 
ever, we are utilizing the room as a library, audio- 
visual room, art room, music room and general utility 
room. 

We are indebted to the New Ipswich Parent 
Teachers Association for providing the new teachers 
room with new furniture. 

This new room in addition to being a teachers room 
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is large enough to adequately accomodate our nursing 
services. On March first it is planned to utilize this 
room as a dentist office, with portable equipment, to 
operate our first dental clinic. This dental clinic is 
being sponsored by the New Ipswich Parent Teachers 
Association with assistance from state funds on a 
matching basis. Dr. Earl Roy, of Wilton, will be the 
dentist. 

All new classrooms were furnished with American 
Flags, given by the Leonard I. Kangas American Legion 
Post No. 107, of New Ipswich. This gift was greatly 
appreciated. 

The addition to the school has permitted us to 
have one grade to a teacher. There are many advan- 
tages to this type of organization, if the classes remain 
small. All grades have under 30 pupils per teacher, with 
the exception of the second grade. This is an over- 
loaded situation, however, the large new room does 
permit more space than the older rooms. The fact 
that we have an experienced teacher, in the person 
of Mrs. Dorothea Somero, counteracts to a large degree, 
what could be an inefficient teaching situation. 

Our program remains essentially the same as last 
year with art, physical education, instrumental music, 
and choral music being offered to all grades in the 
Central School. 

This year the emphasis has been placed in the 
area of arithmetic fundamentals and the development 
of reading skills. New skill-text materials in reading 
have been introduced into the school program with 
excellent results. 

Much space in this report could be used to discuss 
the details of our program. However, it is felt that a 
more satisfactory understanding can be obtained by 
visitations to the school, discussing the program with 
the teachers, and observing classes. Too often people 
feel that only parents should visit schools. We would 


like to encourage all who are contributing to the edu- 
cation of children, to visit our schools and discuss with 
us their likes and dislikes, the philosophy of present 
day education and the teaching techniques used. 

Several “open house” programs have been held the 
past several years and we have had a small interested 
group in attendance. On these occasions we would 
like to see our classrooms filled with parents and 
friends. Teachers need this kind of encouragement 
and support. Much can be gained through the exchange 
of ideas. 

The Parent Teachers Association is to be commend- 
ed for their fine support and interest in education. 

The new construction at Appleton Academy has 
been a distinct advantage to our Junior High Pupils at- 
tending there. More classroom space has been provided 
as well as improved shop training facilities. An extra 
teacher was added for the school year 1955-56 to 
accommodate the increased enrollment in grades 7 and 
8. This fall school opened with an enrollment of 50 
pupils in these two grades which made it necessary to 
handle all Junior High subjects in a single grade 
situation. In the past we have combined the grades 
but 50 pupils to one teacher in a single subject is a 
very inefficient teaching load. 

In 1956-57 another teacher will be added to the 
staff of Appleton Academy, permitting reduced teach- 
er load, more time for physical education and effective 
pupil guidance. 

The Academy staff is to be commended for the fine 
work they are doing with our people. 

Despite the fact that the Central School and the 
Academy are separated administratively, we are oper- 
ating a 12 grade situation throughout the educational 
program. All teachers take an effective part in the Sup- 
ervisory Union Teachers Association, which involves 
all teachers in the eight towns that comprise Super- 
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visory Union No. 63. The Superintendent works closely 
with the Academy in the procurement of Teachers and 
the determination of programs so that there is a con- 
tinuity from grades one through twelve. Mr. Hjalmar 
Maki, principal of the Academy and Mrs. Pearl Thomp- 
son, principal of the Central School, have been most 
cooperative in developing and administrating this con- 
tinuity. 


School Lunch Program 

The Central School Lunch Program opened on 
February 6, under the direction Af Mrs. Lawrence 
Davis, vecistedl by Mrs. William Somero. The School 
Lunch accountant is Mrs. Ralph Kangas. The first 
week, the number of pupils participating approximated 
100 per day. Our facilities are excellent which permits 
efficient organization and administration of the lunch 
program. 

Most of the equipment for the cafeteria was pur- 
chased from funds that have been accumulated over the 
past several years in anticipation of establishing a cafe- 
teria in the Central School. The teachers, under the di- 
rection of Mrs. Thompson and with the cooperation of 
interested parents, sponsored many activities which real- 
ized a sum of approximately $800. We wish to express 
our appreciation to Mrs. Thomas Donovan for the refri- 
gerator she contributed to the cafeteria. 


Transportation 

The question frequently arises as to, “why does 
not the district transport Academy Pupils in grades 9 
through 12°. In an attempt to bring this matter again 
Netare those who are raising the question and the vot- 
ers of the district, the following explanation is made. 

In the March meeting of 1949, a committee was 
appointed by the Moderator to study the feasibility of 
transporting all children in grades 1 through 12 who 
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live 1% miles or more from the school center. This com- 
mittee consisted of Mr. Edward Aho, Mrs. Mabel 
Aldrich, and Mr. Hjalmar Maki. A report was submitted 
in March 1950 with an accompanying article in the 
warrant requesting the voters—“To see what action 
the district wishes to take relative to transporting all 
children, Academy pupils included, living 1% miles or 
more from schools and to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $3000 for the same”. This was voted down by the 
district. 

At that time we were transporting 91 pupils in grad- 
es 1 through 8, and it was estimated that there would 
be 18 pupils eligible for transportation to the Academy. 
Two buses were in oper ation, oper ating one route each. 

As of January 23, 1956, Hie eehool| District is trans- 
porting 119 pupils in grades 1 through 8 over three 
routes, involving two buses, one of which makes two 
trips. At the same time, by careful rearranging of the 
pupils on the three routes, we are transporting 26 pupils 
to the Academy, in gr niles 9 through 12. 

The policy of ae school district has been to trans- 
port only those children who live two miles or more 
from the Central School in compliance with the state 
requirement, with the exception of first graders who 
are carried regardless of the distance, providing they 
live on one of the bus routes. 

Every effort has been made in the past to accommo- 
date as many pupils as possible within the capacity of 
the buses. However, as our enrollments increase in 
grades 1 through 8, it is conceivable that there will 
be less and less space for Academy pupils and event- 
ually we will be faced with the problem of eliminating 
all Academy pupils. 

It is also probable, that to carry ali pupils who are 
eligible to ride within the mileage limitations expressed 
above, the additional cost would approximate $3000. 
If the milage is reduced to 1% miles from the school 
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center, it will involve even more pupils than are pre- 
sently being carried. 


Finance 

The School Board’s Budget for 1956-57 calls for 
an appropriation of $84,264.42, an increase of $8,852.47 
over that of last year. The major increases are reflected 
in the following areas; Tuitions $3065; Payment on 
Principal $3000; Téa theres Salaries $2030; Operation of 
School Plani, including custodial salaries and fuel 
$1900; Instructional materials $457; Capital Outlay 
$30; Fixed charges including teacher retirement obli- 
gations and insurance $333.05; Fixed charges relative 
to Administration $277.42. Major decreases in the 
areas of repairs, transportation, improvements to plant, 
equipment, and interest amount to $2590. 

The income is estimated at $900; $400 of which 
will come from the State School Building Aid. The last 
legislature passed a law making available to the school 
districts of the state, $350,000 to be apportioned among 
the several districts who are paying off on notes and 
bonds, at the rate of 20 per cent of the principal pay- 
ment made in 1955-56. Since our principal payment 
this year is $2000 we can realize an income of $400 
from this source. We can estimate for the year 1957-58, 
an income of approximately $1000 if no change is made 
in the legislation. 

In the year 1955-56, we received from the State 
Equalization Fund $232.59. It is estimated that we will 
receive in 1956-57, approximately $200. Since from 
year to year the number of districts becoming eligible 
for this aid varies, the amount we will receive remains 
uncertain. 

Questions are feta raised as to why New 
Ipswich does not receive more from the State Equali- 

zation Fund. Following is an attempt to explain how 
this formula works. There are four factors involved. 
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“(A) The number of elementary pupils in average 
daily membership multiplied by $200 (the foun- 
dation amount per elementary pupil) 

“(B) The number of secondary pupils in average 
daily membership multiplied by $300 (the foun- 
dation amount per secondary pupil) 

“(A) and (B) added together equals the foun- 
dation program. 

(C) The last equalized valuation of the district, 
multiplied by a $14 tax to obtain the wealth of 
the district. 

(D) The difference between the foundation pro- 
gram and the wealth of the district, provided 
the wealth of the district is less, equals the 
amount the district will receive. If the wealth of 
the district factor is more, no aid will be avail- 
able.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


As School Nurse I made eighteen visits to the 
schools in New Ipswich during the year 1954-55 to 
supervise the health of the children. There were many 
colds but the communicable disease was less than last 
year and health of the children has improved. 

I weighed and measured all children and found that 
there were four children who were very much over- 
weight but the others had shown a satisfactory gain in 
weight from the preceeding year. 

By means of the Snellon Chart I tested the vision of 
the children and found seven who showed a loss of 
vision. Four had glasses and notices of the defect were 
sent to the other parents. 

Dr. Cayward examined the children in October 
and I assisted and kept records for each child. The 
following defects were found:

Infection on nose if 
Enlarged tonsils 38 
Defective teeth 68 
Heart Murmur a 
(under treatment ) 
Overweight 4 
Acne 18 


The Salk Polio Vaccine program required much 
planning and telephoning. The transportation of the 
children to Milford was provided by the PTA and Mr. 
Baker drove the bus, on May 25, 1955. I assisted at 
the Clinic in Milford and made a post-clinic visit the 


next day to make sure that there had been no reactions.
